In the past few weeks, a number

| Bast. I am by no means a travel 


| authority, but I am able to describe 


one trip which is 
possible for those

The first port of call is Yoko- 
hama. Here one may leave the ship, 
spend 10—14 days touring Japan 
and rejoin the ship at Moji. Or ne 
may stay aboard, and make the 
ports of Kobe and Moji, with a 
considerable stay at each port. 

Shanghai is the next port (about 
three there), then morth to 
Tsingtao, Cheefoo, Taku Bar, and 
Dairen. At the last named port, 
there is usually a three or four day 
layover. The boat then sails around 
Korea and up to Otaru, one of Ja- 
pan’s northernmost ports, where 
there is another layover. Otaru 
the last port of call before return- 
ing to San Francisco. 

The expenses for such a trip are 
extremely moderate. Steamer fare 
is $250 for the entire trip. This in- 
cludes @ll expenses aboard = ship, 
and one may stay with the ship in 
every port if he so desires, elimin- 
ating hote] expenses. However, one 
who desires to really see the 
country will disembark at Yoko- 
hama, and visit the interior cities 
and places of interest in Japan. 
The costs for such a trip are sur- 
prisingly low, especially for stud- 
ents (who receive a discount on 
all railway ttickets, etc.). This past 
summer the rate of exchange was 
very favorable to American tourists 
and present indications point to a 
similar situation for next summer. 

An example of hotel prices is as 
follows: In Tokyo, one may have a 
single room in a first-class hotel 
(European plan) for Yen 5. This is 
(or was, this last summer) approxi- 
mately $1.50 per day. A first-class 
dinner in the hotel dining 
will run from Yen 2 to 3 (around 
60c to 90c). Other meals are in pro- 
portion.

Taku Bar, This can be done within 
the budget given above.

Chinese is helpful, but by no mean 
necessary, English -is understood 
almost anywhere in the 
country districts) of Japan, and in 
the cities in China.

But fundamentally—and de- 
spite whatever political spokesmen 
on either side may claim—some of 
the principles involved were com- 
parable to those brought into promi- 
nence by the nation-wide efforts of 
certain groups to remould our Federal 
Constitution into a form more 
readily influenced by passing fears 
and passions. 

In the response may 
heartening message of encourage- 
ment to all who oppose efforts to 
serap certain essential elements of 
our American system of government 
in favor of new and untried theo- 
ries. It is: 

That the great body of the people 

men and women who constitute 
the backbone of America—are not 
at this time in sympathy with a 
policy of sudden changes. They 
realize that while it was the Declara- 
tion of Independence that proclaimed 
personal Liberty, it is the Federal

The first period of the 3% sales 


tax is now due, Retailers must | 
file returns and pay the saies tax 
by October 15, 1935. After October 
15 the tax becomes delinquent and | 
a 10% penalty, plus 44% per month 
or fraction thereof interest cnarge 
must be added to the tax. This is} 
mandatory under the law. 
Because humun con- 
sumption is tax exempt, it has 
been necessary to make a slight 
change in the sales tax returns. 
For the benefit of grocers and 
other retailers handling i{ood- 
stuffs, Mr. John J. Hayes, Admin- 
istrator of the Seventh District, 
suggests that one of these two 
methods be used in recording and 
computing the sales tax due: 
First, the taxpayer may keep an 
actual record of all taxable items 
sold. Second, the taxpayer may 
preserve all purchase invoices and 
establish the ratio of food pur- 
chases made during any one quar- 
ter. This percentage would then 
be applied to the total gross sales, 
and the resulting figure would be 
deducted under Item 13 of the | 
sales tax return.
